that 
for 
several 


months Mr. Legge had been working 
to perfect a philanthropic organization 
known as the Farm Foundation, for 
the improvement of farm life, and that 
the principal bequest in Mr. Legge's 
will is 'the sxmi of ?500.000 
to the 


foundation. 


Prior to his death, Mr. Legge had 


contributed $00.000 to the foundation, 
Mr. Lowden said, and interested a 
group of capitalists, bankers and others 
;o share the work with him as trus- 
ees, Mr. Lowden being named chair- 
man. As chairman of the foundation, 
Mr. Lowden pledged that its work as 
envisioned by Mr. Legge, would be 
carried on.

as to be of practical value to

farming population. 


5. To promote and enlarge the in- 


tellectual and cultural interests and
